You Barbarenos 
have made a mistake in putting the 
best on the opening day.” | 

The Agricultural Pavilion is in the 
shape of a Maltese cross, the wings 
being north, south, east and west. The 
lofty columns and arches which sup- 
port the roof have been covered with 
gray Spanish moss until they look like 
the trunks and boughs of gigantic 
oaks, covered with the lace-like veils 
that the moisture-laden breezes nour- 
ish. ‘Great bells of red hang on either 
side of the central dome, resembling 
mammoth passion flowers. 

The interior is thatched with palms. 
The feathery sprays of bamboo and 
long joints of cane are everywhere. 
The red ‘blossoms of the bottle brush 
are bunched on corners and projections.

and there are others of Duchesse de 
Brabant, Comtesse Albert, Princesse de 
Sagan, Ma Bonard; New La France, 
Madame Lambard,” Madame Schwaller, 
Marie Lambert, Madame Honore, Red 
Bonsilene. A few branches of Duchesse 
‘Marte, a rose shading from old gold to 
rich red, and a new rose, the Golden 
Gate, are also among the number. Di- 


rectly opposite Mrs.*A. W. Buell has a 


very fine exhibit of named flowers and 
shrubs and quite a collection of 
fuchsias and violets. Mrs. Jaquith has 
a collection of some twenty kinds of 
pansies and the little flowers seenf al- 
most human, so cleverly are their 
blooms with face-like markings ar- 
ranged. Mrs. J. A. Bell has a collec- 
tion of named roses on the same table 
as the collection of Mrs. Beckman, who 
exhibits also some fine blossoms of 
white clematis. Lovers of sweet peas 
linger long over the table where Mrs. 
Akers of Montecito exhibits fourteen 
named varieties of English sweet peas. 

In the center of the pavilion, under- 
neath the dome, is a bubbling foun- 
tain, in the basin of which lazily float 
the waxen buds of the pond lily, while, 
growing from amid rushes and cat- 
tails, are the stately stalks of the 
Egyptian papyrus, on the pith of which 
Pharaoh's edicts were written. Around 
this fountain is a splendid collection of 
ferns and palms, collected by the sci- 
entist, E. L. G. Yates, F.L.S. The trop- 
ical bird’s nest fern lies side by side 
with the frail maidenhair, and the cu- 
rious chamaeodora, on ‘whose frontis 
the brown seed dots are adhering, look- 
ing as though some amateur clay mod- 
eler had been experimenting. A New 
Zealand fern, serenely unconscious 
that it is supporting the lives of hun- 
dreds of tiny ferns, whose bulblets are 
firmly fastened on its frontis. The stag- 
horn fern reminds one of a pair of 
antlers from some Adirondack buck, 
and the structure of the Japanese os- 
trich fern shows that its resemblance 
to the plumes of the mule-like bird is 
great. Agaves from Africa, rare palms 
from all over the world, and hundreds 
of queer-looking shrubs with unpro- 
nounceable names are clustered around 
this fountain.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—SEN- 
ATHE.—The Senate presented an ap- 
pearance of calm after a storm today. 
The galleries were only half filled, 
while the Democratic Senators gave 
evidence of a sense of relief that the 
first step in the tariff debate was con- 
cluded, coupled with.a determination 
to carry on the work. 

Other bills were introduced and ap- 
propriately referred, the principal one 
being a bill by Senator Peffer and re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, entitled, ‘“‘A bill to 
provide work for ungmployed persons 
in the District of umbia.”’ . 

Senator Allen of Nebraska offered the 
following resolution, for which he 
asked immediate consideration: 

“Whereas, it is currently - reported 


unemployed, 
citizens of the United States are about 
to peaceably assemble in Washington 
to petition the government for a re- 
dress of their grievances; and, 
whereas t ts of arresting such 
persons have- been made on their en- 
tering thé District ofc Columbia and the 
city of Washington; thérefore be it 
“Resolved, first, under the Constitu- 


-tion of the United States, citizens of’ 


the .United States, regardless of their 
rank and station in life, have an un- 
doubted and unquestionable right to 
peaceably assemble a: petition the 
government for a redress of their 
grievances at any place within the 
United States, where they do not men- 
ace or endanger persons or property, 
or disturb the transaction of the free 
use of the streets and highways by 
the public. 

“Second—That such persons have as 
undoubted a right to visit or aamamnibhe 
in the ‘city of Washington for any 
and all peaceable purposes as any por- 
tions of the territory belonging to the 
jurisdiction of the United States, at 
all times being amenable to the law 
for any véolation thereof. 

“Third—That such persons have a 
right to enter on the Capitol grounds 
of the United States and in the Capitol 
itself as fully as and to as great an ex- 
tent. as any other citizens or persons 
as long as they do not disturb or 
hinder the transaction of business, 
menace the public peace or rights of 
persons and property, as any threat 
of violence to such persons under such 
circumstances will be a clear violation 
of their constitutional rights. 
“Fourth—That we commend § tne 
prompt enforcement of all just con- 
stitutional laws looking to the pres- 
ervation of the public business and the 
prevention of crime; but, under pre- 
tense of preserving the public peace 
and the prevention and punishment of 
crime, peaceable and law-abiding citi- 
zens must not be disturbed in the full 
and free exercise of their constitu- 
tional rights.’’

On arriving at Billings, Leader 
Ounningham, from the top of a rear 
cat, was addressing the large. crowd 
which had collected: About | fifteen 
@eputy marshals marched past, under 
arms, to capture the engine. The 
crowd surged forward and around the 
marshals, while the Coxeyites, from 
their train, guyed the marshals, warn- 
ing them to commit no violence. ‘The 
engineer, though under cover of rifles, 
refused to leave the cab, when bang— 
ten or a dozen times went :the rifles, 
The Coxeyites charged and wrested 
most of the guns from the marshals, 
who retreated under the protection of 
their revolvers, firing occasionally. 
“Kill them!” ‘“‘Hang them!” shouted 
the Coxeyites, who saw one of their 
crowd on top of the train with blood 
streaming from a wound on the fore- 
head. Several deputies ran, followed 
by ‘tthe crowd. hurling stones, and hit- 
-ting several of the deputies, who were 
driven back to the train, narrowly es- 
caping a violent death.- 
The Coxeyites smashed the captu 
rifles in pieces over the railroad tails. 
The action of the marshals in shooting 
into the miscellaneous crowd is con- 
demned as foolhardy, and .one citizen 
was shot through the lungs, but will

The Riverside County Board of ‘Trade 
has issued a phamphlet descriptive of 
the resources and attractions of that 
county. Excepting Los Angeles, there 
is no better known section of Southern 
California than Riverside.

Twenty-five 
years ago the site of Riverside was a 
desert, of dry and forbidding appear- 
ance, with nothing to indicate that it 
would ever become the abode of man, 
much less the center of the greatest 
orange-growing district in the world. 
It is not, as we said, pre-eminence in 
natural resources that has made River- 
side so well known throughout the civ- 
ilized world, but the energy, industry 
and perseverance of its éarly settlers, 
who, locating on the desert, went into 
what was then the.little-known busi- 
ness Of orange-growitig, and within a 


few years made “Riverside oranges” 


synonymous with “first-class oranges,” 
afterwards backing up the faith which 
‘they had displayed in their chosen 


home by a liberal advertising of its, 
attractions and resources. The growth 


which has been made by Riverside dur- 
ing these few years may be best in- 
dicated by the statement given in. the 
phamphlet referred to, that the as- 
sessed valuation of the county amounts 
to $14,000,000, while the actual valua- 
tion is estimated as high as $37,000,000. 

What Riverside county how. is, is 
but an indication of what it is dés- 
tined to become. Hitherto most of the 


movements’ of importante have been’ 


made in dnd around, Riverside itself. 
Now outside sections of the county are 
coming to the front. In the country 
south of Riverside, around Alessandro 
and Moréno, there has been a. great 
amount of orchard planting during 
the past two years and many. settlers 
have come in. In the San Jacinto Val- 
ley a big dam has been constructed 
| which will irrigate a great éxtent of 
fertile country. South Riverside has 
grown so rapidly .that it. threatens 


soon to become an ‘important rival of 


its older sister. The wide: stretches 
of fertile mesasS and valleys south of 
Riverside, around Murrieta and Elsi- 
nore only ‘need ‘irrigation systems 
to become thickly settled regions. 
What may be done in this direction has 
been shown in Perris, which has. had 
quite a boom since it secured a good 
‘water Supply. 
“The eastern part of ‘Riverside cot prerer 
4s composed chiefly of a portion of the 
Colorado Desert, which is genefally 
‘supposed to be absolutely worthless 
for agricultural purposes. This, how- 
ever,.is by no means the case. Even 


that apparentiy hopeless sectign is des-' 


tined to yield bountiful crops and sup 
port a dense population before long. 
Not far from Indio is a little vaRey 
known as Palm Springs; where, for 
Many years—perhaps centuries—in the 
foothills of the desert,. the Indians 
have cultivated a few crops in their 
crude and careless manner... A few 
years“ago several white settlers went 
into the valley and planted fruits of 
various kinds, The results which they 
achieved ‘were remarkable, not. only .jn 
quality and quantity of the yield, but 
specially in the extreme earliness of 
the crop. When ripe figs can be gath- 
ered in May it does not need many 
acres of such land to give a good in- 
come. In the Columbian number of 
The Times an article was published 


| from the pen of G. ‘Hamilton Gilmour, 


a resident of the-Springs, on the hor- 
ticultural possibilities of the Colorado 
Desert. In.that ‘article Mr. Gilmour 
referred to orange culture in the val- 
ley, which he said was likely to prove 
a success. In a letter just received 
from Mr. Gilmour he states that his 
predictions haye been verified. He 
writes as foll 
‘Mr. B. B. Barney of Riverside, 
the well-known orange-grower, has a 
rancho at Palm Springs and the pro- 
duce of this grove took the first prize 


at the Midwinter Fair in the navel } 


class. This is decidedly a feather in 
Mr. Barney’s cap and speaks volumes 
of the oapabilities of the desert when 
the best orange of 

-the first . prize 
against oranges grown all over the 
State. ‘Mr. Barney’s grove is quite 
young, and has nat, perhaps, received 
that degree of scientific care which ids 
bestowed upon the orange tree in Riv- 
erside and Redlands. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that in Riverside the 
acme of scientifiC gardening skill has 
been reached, and, therefore, the more 


are the desert people to be proud of. 


their so-called sterile territory. 

“The coming year will show the peo- 
ple of Chicago what can be done by 
California’s deserts in the way; of early 

‘apes. The promise of a large yield 
now shows. Of apricots next year we 
will make a formidable showing, and, 
as our ranchers are now confident of 
their varieties, both in apricots and 
grapes, the only question. now is that 
of a market, To give you further an 
idea of how the desert is being settled 
a man from Pasadena has this ng 
put out 20,000 young trees at Indio, 
believing that we have a. natural fors- 
ing house. The season has been ex- 
tremely late: Last year on February 
23 our vines were in Jeaf and our apri- 
cots as well. This year the vines did 
not show foliage till March and the 
apricots and figs on March 7, The 
winter has been extremely severe, and 
though some of the citrus trees suf- 
fered. still the outlook for desert farm- 
ing was never better.” . 

There is Mttle doubt that the next 
ten years will witness the establishing 
of a dozen more Riversides within the 
limits of the county of that nameé. 
Some of them may, perhaps, equal, or 
even surpass the county seat, but they 
will have had the advantage of the 
experience which the early settlers had 
to acquire at great cost of time, money 
and labor, for when.the first settle- 
ment was made at Riverside, it looked 
as if the pigneers had a far more diffi- 
cult task before them than We should 
consider they would have in attempting 
to reclaim the Colorado Desert today. —

The news- 
papers, strange as it may seem, did not 
as a rule give even the names of the 
condemned; the Moniteur, though gtv- 
ing the best record of trials, has many 
omissions. The. list of guillotined was 
frequently crowded out by what was 
considered more important news: As 
for the Jacobin prints, their tone,may 
be judged from the Rougyff,; a title 
which was an anagram of Guffroy, the 
editor and a member of the convention. 
It habitually speaks of prisoners as 
gibler de guillotine, and it contains 
paragraphs like this: ‘Dame Guillo- 
tine tried her razor’ yesterday (July 19, 

1793,) on an emigre. After showin the 
whole length of aristhcratic impudence 
while promenading in’ Sangon’s car-° 
riage, on mounting the scaffold ne dis- 
played the whole. exténr of loyalist 
fanaticism, and, defying the YWation and 
justice, he exclaimed five or six times, 
‘Vive le roi!’.

HIS THIRD OFFENSE. 


Frank Toal Held in $3000 Bail for Attempted 
 Wife-murder. 

Frank Toal, the blacksmith, who 
has, within the last eight years been 
twice convicted of having assaulted his 
wife with intent to commit murder, ap- 
peared before Justice Seaman yester- 
day for preliminary examination :upon 
a similar charge, he being accused of 
having shot at his wife three times 
Thursday night last, and was held to 
pore aed under bonds in the sum of 
Contrary to expectation his wife, 
Mary A. Toal, who swore to 
plaint against him, not only appeared 
in court, but seemed willing to assist 
in the prosecution. . From her ‘testi- 
mony it was gathered that she and her 
husband ‘have not lived together since 
he was last discharged from the peni- 
tertiary and that she has had the cus- 
tody of their children, On Thursday 
evening last Toal called at-her houwse 
on Olympia street, East Los Angeles, 
and questioned her as to her inten- 
tions with regard to-théir boy. She 
told him that she had made up her 
mind to send the child to school: at 
Watsonville, whereupon he called her 
a liar and remarked that she .was 
always lying to him.” Oné word led to 

another, until he became abusive 
| and ugly that she left the-house. Toal 
ran atter her, but, failing to catch her,. 
went over to his cart, took from it a 
pistol, wrapped up in paper, and re- 
newed the chase, firing three shots at 
her as she ran. He was _ so close to 
her the third time he fired that he 
caught hold of her skirt. and had she 
not dodged behind a Mexican woman, 
who happened to be on the street, 
jthe chances are that he would have 
killed her. As it was, however, he 
dared not fire again for fear of hitting 
the other woman, and two men who 
witnessed the whole affair ran up, 
knocked Toal down and promptly dis- 
armed him. He was subsequently 
turned over to Officer O’ Reagan, by 
whom he was taken to the police sta- 
tion and locked up. 

Toal created considerable amusement 
when he took the witness stand in his 
own behalf, by stating that after .his. 
wife and he had disposed of 15 cents 
worth of beer in a social way they sang. 
“Tf You Love Me-Darling, Seal it With, 
a” Ktss;,’ and other similar songs and 
wete extremely happy together. He 
explained his sudden change of front 
by stating thet when his wife evaded 
his questions about the boy and ran 
away ‘he merely fired ‘over her head 
for the purpose of scaring and stop- 
ping her.
